In Univ erse 
Is Unco v ered

BERKELEY, 
Calif. — (/pt — 
So me mo numental new mysteries 
abo ut the universe are puzzling 
astro no mers gathered here fro m 
aro und the wo rld. 
Fo r o ne thing, they find puzzling 
evidence that the universe is 20 
to 30 millio n years o ld, no t the 
yo ung 10 to 11 millio ns it seemed 
to be just a co uple o f years ago . 
And they are finding many lo p­ 
sided and 
chao tic 
galaxies o r 
Milky Ways o f stars, each co m­ 
po sed o f hundreds o f billio ns o f 
stars o r suns. Our o wn sun be­ 
lo ngs to the Milky Way, which is 
o nly o ne o f billio ns o f galaxies. 
One galaxy seems to be running 
away fro m us at half the speed 
o f light—zipping 93,000 miles far­ 
ther away every seco nd—yet it is 
apparenlly o nly half as o ld as the 
rest o f the universe abo ut us. 
New riddles like this seem to 
be po pping up all the time, says 
Dr. Jo n H. Oo rt o f Leiden, Ho l­ 
land, president o f the Internatio n­ 
al Astro no mical Unio n. 
"We can o nly ho pe that when we 
have amassed eno ugh enigmas, 
so lutio n may be near." he to ld 
abo ut 1,000 co lleagues fro m 33 
co untries who to day began techni­ 
cal discussio ns o n latest research 
findings in astro no my. 
Galaxies are fo und to o ccur in 
a great variety o f shapes, and the 
majo rity have structures which 
canno t po ssibly be in equilibrium 
o r balance, said Dr. Oo rt. 
These galaxies were apparently 
created "in a past and quite dif­ 
ferent pha,se o f the universe,” and 
a big pro blem is to find o ut what 
happened then and when. 
But so far, he added, "we have 
hardly been able to decipher any 
o f the hiero glyphs o f these galax­ 
ies."

WASHINGTON (A P i-A Negro 
official of the State Department 
declared Tuesday night that the 
Kennedy administration has em­ 
b arked on an unprecedented cam­ 
paign “to root out racial discrim­ 
ination’’ in the United States. 
He advised American Negroes 
to stop complaining ab out the lack 
of new civil rights legislation. 
In a speech for a meeting of the 
Omega Psi Phi Fraternity, Carl 
T. Rowan said; “There hasn’t 
b een even a remote chance of 
getting meaningful (civil rights) 
legislation out of this Congress.” 
Rowan is a deputy assistant .sec­ 
retary of state for pub lic affairs 
and a former Minneapolis news­ 
paperman. 
“No administration in the na­ 
tion’s history,” he said, “ever set 
out on so honest and determined 
campaign (as the Kennedy ad­ 
ministration) to root out racial 
discrimination . . . 
“You must continue to give this 
administration hell,” Rowan told 
the Negro fraternity delegates, 
“when you think it is wrong or 
not moving forward with proper 
vigor.

Probably no group in thf country is more 
abused than automobile driv ers. They are at

Yet, notes the magazine Traffic Safety, the 
citizens of this most motorized nation in the 
world hav e the best driv ing record .Americans 
do more driv ing more safely in worse traffic 
conditions than any other people. 
Thus it may be. as some experts suggest, 
that a nearly ultimate return in accident re­ 
duction may hav e been reached by the trai- 
t’onal methods. What the driv er needs, now. 
the author says, is not more education or re- 
.striction but more understanding. Under.stand- 
ing. that is. about the subtle psychological 
factors that enter into piloting a car. 
Can we build straight, broad superhighways 
and still prov ide enough stimulation outside 
tu counter “highway hypnosis” ? And inside, 


hav e cars become >00 comfortable, too easy 
to driv e, too boring’ Sliould there be more 
standardizing of such things as tail lights? 
How about the proliferation of flashing colored 
traffic and adv ertising lights which the driv er 
must .sort through’ And what about physical 
qualifications, which inv olv e much more than 
th» » ability to read a line of letters on a wall 
chart? 
The automobile is part of the liv es of the 
majority of Americans It is at once a pleas­ 
ure. a chore, a necessity, a luxury, a recrea­ 
tion, a business, an employer of millions and 
a .symbol of the mobility and freedom we 
enjoy. It also brought death to 38.200 in 1960. 
The phenomenon of the automobile takes a 
pov erful lot of understanding and continued 
lesearch into all its aspects. But it all ulti­ 
mately centers about the human being behind 
thf wheel.

(Editors Note — Today. Drew Pparson.

tions to the Berlin crisis.)

BERLIN — There are sev eral ways to solv e 
(he current crisis ov er Berlin, and they in­ 
v olv e using some of the formulas prev iously 
worked out by John Foster Dulles and Chris­ 
tian Hertcr. 


v‘'ignificantly. txith of 
Eisenhower s secre- 
laiics of state took a more moderate line on 
Berlin than Kennedy is taking today, though 
the public got the impression that they were 
talking tougher. 


It's important to note. also, that President 
Kennedy, while talking tough, has always kept 
the door open for negotiation So has Prem ier 
Khrushchev The danger is that the headlines 
emphasize the tough portions of their speech­ 
es. not the diplomatic loopholes So when the 
diplomatic loopholes are used, the political 
opposition is likely to yell appeasement. 
Thus. Kennedy today, if he adopts the com­ 
promise formulas for Berlin, prev iously work­ 
ed out by Dulles and Hcrter. probably would 
get a fusillade of criticism from the Republi­ 
can supporters of the two Republican secre­ 
taries of state. Dulles and Hcrter, 
Nev ertheless, these 
Dulles-Herler escape 
v alv es still look like the best means of solv ing 
the Berlin deadlock. They are: 


1. Agreement to limit allied troops in Berlin 
to 11.000 men. Since there are only 4,300 U. S. 
troops in Berlin today, and since this number 
p’us French and British troops i.« under 
11.000. 
thii IS no great concession. 


2. Recognition of East German.« ; a.«; agcnt.s 
for the Russians in checking traffic along the 
JlO-miie Berlin highway. Dulles agreed to this 
>ome time ago. despite Adenauer's objection. 
It amounts to tacit recognition of the East 
German gov ernment, and therelore is a step 
against unification. Howev er, as 
prev iously 
reported in this column, the unification of 
(iermany is not only remote but many Ger­ 
man* consider it impractical. 
3. Elimination of RI.AS, the giant U 
S. 
Armed Forces radio station in West Berlin. 
This would be a real concession. RIAS does a 
skillful job of stirring up the East German.s 
against the Communist regime in East Ger­ 
many. It really gets under the skins of Mes.srs. 
Ulbricht, Gottwald and Eisier 
Howev er, not only did the State Department 
consider muzzling RI.AS when Eisenhower wa.s 
in th* White House, but President Kennedy m 
his recent Berlin broadcast to the nation offer­ 
ed to eliminate Berlin ‘ irritant.« ;.'’ RIAS is 
one of the major irritant,« . 
Face-Sav er 
There’s another mov e the United 
Slates 
could make to ease tensions around Berlin 
without any loss of face — namely, agree on 
the border between Poland and Germany. This 
inv olv es the ancient Polish - German riv alry 
ov er upper Silesian coal and the industrial 
areas of Poland formerly under the Prussian 
junkers. 
It was partly to occupy thi.s area that Hiticr 
inv aded Poland on Sept 
l. 1939 . to start 
W’orld War II. Since the end of the war. the 


entire area has been in Polish hands. .\nd at 
Potsdam in 1945, President Truman. Winston 
Churchill, and Stalin tentativ ely, though not 
formally, agreed to let it remain with Poland. 
Today West German politicians are talking 
about getting it back. Their talk is about as 
effectiv e as that of a Mexican politician who 
v ^anls .New Mexico returned to Mexico, but 
nev ertheless no German politician can afford 
publicly to abandon the claim. 
The United Stales could probably contribute 
to the general stability of Eastern Europe 
by agreeing to the Odcr-Neisse Riv er line 
as 
the border between Poland 
and Germany, 
thereby formally giv ing Poland what she al­ 
ready has — East Prussia, 
The.« >€ are concessions long under discussion 
by the Truman and Eisenhower administra­ 
tions. which could go far toward easing the 
Berlin crisis. 
But What Return? 
But tlie big question is; VVhat is Khrushchev 
willing to giv e in return* 
This, basically, was the big question behind 
llie talks in Vienna. It remains the big ques­ 
tion today Berlin, symbolic as it is to the 
free world, is tar less important than the 
general question of whether the Sov iet will 
make important concessions tor world peace. 
This was what worried President Kennedy 
at Vienna. This was why when tlying home 
tiom Vienna he talked to his adv isers tor the 
first time in his Ute about the question ot 
wnether his children would be able to liv e 
in a pcacciul world. Unquestionably also, this 
wa> what was in the back of Kennedy's mind 
wiicn he gav e his tough statements to I lie 
American people regarding Berlin. 
It was not so much Berlin that worried 
him This was a symbol that the .\mcrican 
people could easily grasp 
and 
understand. 
Wnat really worried him was Khrushchev 's 
unyielding stand on oiner points — especially 
nuclear testing. 


It was only one year ago that Sov iet repre­ 
sentativ es in Genev a had been wiJling to go 
« lung on a tairly reasonable tormula lor tne 
inspection ol nuclear 
bomb 
testing. 
They 
naun l gone as lar as the Eisenhower adminis- 
iration wanted. But they had accepted the 
principle 
01 
hav ing 
loreign 
inspectors on 
Sov iet territory. 


Howev er, wnen Sov iet diplomats came back 
to Genev a to discuss the same subject wiui 
i.ennedy, tnis reasonaDie 
position 
was re­ 
v ersed. The idea ot inspection was out the 
winuow. And wnnoui inspection there can be 
no permanent suspension ot nuclear testing. 
Itiis was symuonc ot the naraer line lasen 
by Khrushchev in the last Uiree monUis of 
me Kennedy adminisiralion. And tins was one 
ot the most important reasons tor Kennedy s 
hard ane in return. 


Whether this line ~ on both sides — con­ 
tinues hard, is tar more important than the 
future of Berlin. To report on it 1 shall go 
to Moscow in the near tuture.
